Original Kermit gets permanent 
home at Smithsonian museum 


WASHINGTON Forget red versus blue. The nation’s capital is seeing green. 

Fifty-five years after debuting on a Washington TV station, the original Kermit 
the Frog puppet was donated Wednesday to the Smithsonian’s National Museum 
of American History 

America’s favorite amphibian was one of io puppets from the 1950s show “Sam 
and Friends” given to the museum by the family of Muppets creator Jim Henson. 
Included in the cast of characters joining Kermit at his new home are Pierre 
the French Rat, a voracious purple skull named ^orick, and a yellow monster 
I** called Mushmellon— possibly an early ancestor of Oscar the 

Grouch. 

The Museum of American History also has, among 
other things, a 1969 version of Kermit the Frog, How- 
dy Doody and Edgar Bergen’s ventriloquist dummy, 
Charlie McCarthy 

“With these puppets we provide insights into 
American identity and we also explore entertain- 
ment and popular culture throughout our history,” 
said Brent Glass, the museum’s director. 

“Jim Henson embodied the innovation and in- 
genuity that are inherent in American culture. Be- 
yond the entertainment value, Henson’s creations 
helped educate and helped inform his audiences, 
and they continue to influence us today” 

“Sam and Friends” ran on Washington’s NBC af- 
filiate, WRC-TV, from 1955 to 1961. While many of its 
characters soon faded from public memory, Kermit 
went on to a starring role in shows such as “Sesame 
Street,” launched in 1969, and “The Muppet Show,” 
which ran from 1976 to 1980.

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Wrigley visitors can purchase drinks up until the end of the eighth inning 
for day games and the end of the seventh inning for night games, or 9:20 
p.m.-whichever comes first, said Mike lacobelli, director of operations for 
Levy Restaurants at Wrigley Field. Suite-holders and guests in the PNC 
Club or Stadium Club areas can stay and consume alcohol for an hour af- 
ter the game ends or at the manager’s discretion, lacobelli said. But even if 
you’re a VIP, no tailgating is allowed at the home of the Cubs. 


At the home of the Blackhawks and Bulls, 
liquor sales cutoff times vary depend- 
ing on which team is playing. For Hawks 
games, sales stop with approximately 
10 minutes remaining in the third period, 
a representative for the stadium said. 
During Bulls games, the spigot stops 
around the end of the third quarter. United 
Center visitors can drink anywhere inside 
the premises until either type of game- 
or a concert-ends, with an exception for 
private suite owners-who can continue 
to serve their guests alcohol for up to an 
hour after an event ends. But there is no 
party in the parking lot.

Chicago’s maze of drinking ordinances and regulations 
might leave you wondering if you’re breaking the law

All the world’s a stage, according to Shakespeare. 

Is all of Chicago a bar? 

It’s a fair question, in light of a flurry of liquor license expansions approved by City Hall. 
Last month, the City Council approved an ordinance allowing 17 liquor cart vendors to serve 
patrons around the clock at airports. Approximately 12 such licenses will be sold at O’Hare and 
five at Midway, the Tribune reported. 

Even the beachfront is getting boozier. In the spring, aldermen approved a measure to more 
than double the number of liquor licenses available for qualifying vendors who will be based on 
Chicago Park District property, including the golf course at the South Shore Cultural Center 
and Diversey Grill in Lincoln Park. 

But the easing of those restrictions doesn’t mean Chicagoans can crack open a keg or sip 
Champagne any old place they want. RedEye talked with city officials from public transit to 
special events to the park district find out where and when you can drink alcoholic beverages 
in the city 


WRIGLEY FIELD 


METRA I 

If you want to drink and ride, skip the CTA and get onboard at Metra. Riders can purchase 
alcohol at all downtown stations, bring it onto the platforms and drink on the train, Metra 
spokesman Michael Gillis said. “You have to be moderate and you can’t be publicly intoxi- 
cated,” Gillis said. “If a customer is obviously inebriated, the conductor might not let you 
on or if you get on, you can get kicked off.” There are some times that alcohol is prohib- 
ited, according to Gillis, who said they coincide with times of high ridership, such as the 
Taste of Chicago, Blues Fest, Gospel Fest and the Air and Water Show. For a complete list, 
check out the “FAQ” section of Metra’s website at metrarail.com. 


UNITED CENTER 
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PARK DISTRICT 
PROPERTY 

More city beaches and parks will al- 
low visitors to imbibe because of 
14 new liquor licenses approved by 
the City Council this spring. But that 
doesn’t mean you can pop bottles 
at any park. You have to be at one of 
the city-sanctioned businesses with 
a license or attending a special event 
where organizers hold appropriate 
permits to sell or serve liquor. And 
you have to stay within the bound- 
aries of the event or risk a ticket for 
public drinking, which can result in 
a fine. “Generally, alcohol is served 
within enclosed areas,” Chicago Park 
district spokeswoman Marta Juaniza 
said of the designated service spots. 
“And if it isn’t clear where the bound- 
aries are, the organizer should pro- 
vide guidance on where you can be 
with the beverages.” This rule also is 
in effect if you are attending a festival 
on Chicago Park District property. The 
city’s Office of Special Events, which 
organizes events such as the Air and 
Water Show and the Chicago Jazz 
Festival, must get permits to allow the 
selling or serving of alcohol at their 
events, Juaniza said. 


SIDEWALKS 


The sidewalks definitely are a don’t for the drinky 
drinky, unless you are looking to get a ticket. 

This, according to a Chicago police spokesman 
who said it violates laws of drinking alcohol in 
the public way. Some residents don’t realize 
the rule extends to drinking on a sidewalk in an 
enclosed courtyard, according to Officer Darryl 
Baety, but it does, so keep it clean or risk a fine 
ranging between $100 to $500. While you can’t 
drink on a regular sidewalk, special permits al- 
low appropriately licensed restaurants to serve 
booze on their patios. Even restaurants with the 
proper permits, however, typically have to end al- 
cohol enjoyment outdoors at 11 p.m., Baety said. 





U.S. CELLULAR I 

Tailgaters are welcome in White Sox parking 
lots up to three hours before a game and one 
hour after the game is over, team spokesman 
Ray Garcia said. Inside the stadium, patrons 
can purchase liquor until the top of the seventh 
inning and keep drinking whatever they’ve 
purchased until the game ends, Garcia said. 



CTA 


Yeah, we empathize. A stiff Scotch might make it 
easier to deal with that weirdo taking up a seat with 
his bag or that annoying teen talking (or screaming) 
on a cell phone. But liquor-along with all other bev- 
erages and food-is prohibited on buses and trains, 
said CTA spokeswoman Catherine Hosinski, who 
cited an ordinance in place since 1995. “In addition, 
the city’s municipal code has rules regarding trans- 
porting alcohol in vehicles and consuming alcohol 
on the public way that would also apply.” The fine 
for flouting the CTA’s no-liquor law could be a $500 
and restitution if there is any damage to transit 
agency property, Hosinski said. 
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SOLDIER FIELD 

Tailgating isn’t just a pastime, it’s an American right. But your inalienable right to bear beer has restric- 
tions, according to local laws. Drinking is allowed anywhere in the stadium, though alcohol sales stop at 
the end of the third quarter, according to Bears spokesman Scott Hagel, who said last call can be earlier 
during night games. Patrons cannot take the beverages outside as open alcohol is prohibited on the out- 
side grounds, with the exception of the tailgating areas, which are managed by the Chicago Park District. 
Approximately four hours before game or event time, tailgaters can tie one (or two or three) on, but only 
in designated lots: the Waldron Parking Deck, South Parking deck and Adler Planetarium parking. “You 
cannot exit those lots with an alcoholic beverage,” said Luca Serra, the director of sponsorship and me- 
dia for Soldier Field. “Chicago police and stadium security are on hand to write citations. These rules are 
strictly enforced.” Tailgate time also applies to what Serra termed “major, special” events-including inter- 
national soccer games, concerts and college football.

CODE 

So, what exactly happens 
if you’re caught drinking in 
areas designated “public 
ways?” Red Eye ripped 
this right out of the city’s 
municipal code to keep you 
informed. Consider these 
your official booze clues 
when it comes to imbibing in 
the open: 

“8-4-030 DRINKING 
IN PUBLIC WAYS. 

(a) It shall be unlawful for 
any person to drink any 
alcoholic liquor as defined 
by law on any public way 
or in or about any motor 
vehicle upon a public way 
in the city. This section shall 
not apply to portions of the 
public way occupied by a 
sidewalk cafe permitted 
pursuant to Chapter ID- 
28 of the municipal code 
which is properly licensed 
to sell alcoholic liquor, or 
to any portion of the public 
way located on Navy Pier; 
or to any venue holding 
a valid Riverwalk Venue 
liquor license under Section 
4-60-074. 


(b) It shall be unlawful for 
any person to transport, 
carry, possess or have any 
alcoholic liquor in or upon 
or about any motor vehicle 
upon any public way in the 
city except: 

(1) in the original package 
and with the seal 
unbroken, or 

(2) in a package properly 
sealed, bagged and 
receipted pursuant to 
Section 6-33 of the Liquor 
Control Act of 1934, 
added by P.A. 94-1047, 
effective January 1, 2007, 
and codified at 235 ILCS 
5/6-33, as amended. 


(c) Any person violating 
any provision of this section 
shall be fined not less 
than $100.00 nor more 
than $500.00 or shall be 
punished by imprisonment 
for a period of six months 
or by both such fine and 
imprisonment.”

Teen accused of throwing 
drain cleaner on 2 children

Something about the way the boy grabbed at her 
11-year-old daughter, Nala, drove Gwendolyn Davis 
to firmly tell him she didn’t want him playing with 
the girl. 

Cook County prosecutors alleged Wednesday 
that the 13-year-old boy purposefully poured drain 
cleaner containing sulfuric acid onto the girl and a 
1 o -year-old playmate . 

Though the boy’s family claims the incident in 
West Garfield Park was a tragic accident, the re- 
sult is that Nala Armstrong and Adrian Bennett 
suffered chemical burns on their heads and upper 
torsos, officials said. 

“I’m guessing it was a jealousy thing,” Davis said 
Wednesday standing beside Adrian’s mother, Lo- 
retta Corbett, outside the University of Chicago 
Medical Center’s burn unit. Both children are be- 
ing treated there, with Nala suffering burns on her 
forehead, eyelids, cheek and arm. Adrian suffered 
burns to the back of his head and right arm, hospi- 
tal officials said. 

Surgery is likely for Nala, said Dr. Lawrence Got- 
tlieb, director of the burn unit, calling the injuries 
“bad.” 

The 13-year-old, whom the Tribune is not nam- 
ing because he is a minor, was ordered held by a Ju- 
venile Court judge on a delinquency petition with 
a charge of heinous battery 

Standing before Juvenile Court Judge Colleen 
Sheehan, the boy hung his head and folded his 
hands behind his back as prosecutors detailed the 
sequence of events on the 900 block of West Gar- 
field Boulevard that led to his arrest. 

Both victims were on the second floor of a rear 
porch in the apartment building when they looked

up and saw the 13-year-old walk out onto the third- 
floor porch above them, pick up a white container 
and pour it on them, said Assistant State’s Attorney 
Matt Howroyd. 

They “immediately felt a burning sensation,” 
Howroyd said. Prosecutors said the container had 
“poison” written on it and was later identified as 


Black Swan Zap drain cleaner. 

The boy’s mother, whom the Tribune is also not 
naming because it could identify her son, tearfully 
declared that her son is innocent. 

“He’s a good kid at home,” she said to the judge 
inside the courtroom. “I know it was an accident. 
He didn’t know it was a poison substance.”

South Chicago, West Englewood and West 
Garfield Park each saw two homicides in the 
past week, a RedEye analysis of preliminary 
police data found. 

In South Chicago, a 33-year-old man was 
shot to death Tuesday in the 8000 block of 
South Jeffery Boulevard, five days after a 
27-year-old man was fatally shot last week 
in the 9100 block of South Burley Avenue, 
police said. 

In West Englewood, a 27-year-old man 
was shot to death Tuesday in the 1400 
block of West 58th Street, five days after an 
18-year-old man was fatally shot in the 1600 
block of West 62nd Street, police said. 

In West Garfield Park, a 45-year-old man 
was shot to death Monday in the 4400 
block of West Madison Street, a day after a 
30-year-old man was fatally shot in the 300 
block of South Kostner Avenue, police said. 

Citywide, fatal shootings also were 
recorded in the last week in Austin, Brighton 
Park, Chicago Lawn, Edgewater, Grand 
Boulevard, Morgan Park, the Near West 
Side and South Shore, RedEye determined.

Mexican authorities find 
72 bodies near border 


Seventy-two bodies discovered at a ranch in 
northeast Mexico belonged to migrants who 
were making their way toward the U.S., Mexican of- 
ficials said Wednesday 

The preliminary investigation indicates the victims 
were illegal immigrants from Honduras, El Salvador, 
Brazil and Ecuador, said Alejandro Poire, spokesman 
for national security strategy 

The motive for the killings was under investiga- 
tion, though officials pointed out that Mexico’s drug 
cartels have expanded their activities to include ex- 
tortion and kidnapping of immigrants. 

“Mexican institutions have hit the operational 
structures of these criminals and their income, and 
because of that, they turn to extortion and kidnap- 
ping of migrants, as well as recruiting them to force 
them to become part of their group of hit men,” Poire

The bodies of the 58 men and 14 women were found 
above ground in a structure on the ranch, which is 
about 14 miles from the town of San Fernando, near 
the border with Texas. The Mexican navy, which was 
called in to investigate the case, said it is one of the 
largest discoveries of bodies in Mexico’s four-year-old 
war on organized crime.

Summer of regret

Katy Perry 

•• “Teenage Dream” 

(Capitol Records) 

Katy Perry has cultivated an image 
that wavers between cheesecake 
pin-up and virginal choir girl-a 
head-scratching divide that surfaces 
throughout the shaky follow-up to 
2008’s massive “One of the Boys.” 

On the title track, Perry sings about a 
guy who thinks she’s “pretty without 
makeup,” but by “Last Friday Night” 

J she’s waking up bruised (or is that a 
hickey?), reeking of alcohol and with 
a stranger in her bed. 

At times, these conflicts can be jar- 
ring. On “The One That Got Away,” a midtempo breakup cut that’s one of the album’s 
better tunes, a maturing Perry coos about being June Carter to an ex’s Johnny Cash. 
“Peacock,” by contrast, comes across as a lame junior high joke (“Let me see your 
peacock”) reworked as an auto-tuned club banger. True, Perry still knows her way 
around a hook (“California Gurls” embeds itself in your skull like a burr in a wool 
sweater), but throwaway lines like “after the hurricane comes the rainbow” make 
“Teenage Dream” the musical equivalent of stale cotton candy.

“I have been through 
the stages of disbelief and 
shock, to anger and ulti-

The two are sharing custody of their 
children. The interview with People, conducted 
at her home over four visits, will be her only one, 
she said. 

Many wondered if Nordegren had a hand in 
Woods’ car accident at their Florida home, per- 
haps going after him in a fit of rage when she 
caught him. 

“This was one of the things I had the hardest 
time with people thinking,” she said. “There was 
never any violence inside or outside our home.

The speculation that I would have used a golf 
club to hit him is just truly ridiculous.” 

Nordegren also said she never suspected 
Woods of cheating. “I felt stupid as more things 
were revealed— how could I not have known 
anything?” 

Nordegren said she and Woods tried to save 
their marriage, but ultimately she decided 
that a marriage “without trust and love” 
wasn’t good for anyone. 

She has not watched “one minute of 
golf.” But she can laugh at things now, call- 
ing those “Saturday Night Five” and “South 
Park” parodies of her “pretty hysterical” 
(though totally untrue). 

Woods’ golf game has suffered amid his 
personal turmoil, but Nordegren said she still 
believes he’ll wind up as the “best golfer that ever 
lived.”
